1. NOVELTY(N) Claims 1 to 11 

The subject-matter of claims 1-11 is novel over the available prior art (Article 
33(2)PCT). 

2. INVETIVE STEP(IS) Claims 1 to 11 

The present application Is concerned with the following. 

A liquid crystal display includes a TFT array panel, a color filter panel, a liquid 
crystal layer in an OCB mode, a pair of compensation films provided on outer surfaces of 
the TFT array panel and the color filter panel, a pair of polarization films provided on 
outer surfaces of the compensation films, and so on. When the wavelength dispersion of 
the liquid crystal layer is larger than the wavelength ^ dispersion of the first and the 
second compensation films, the cell gap on the red pixel area > the cell gap on the 
green pixel area > the cell gap on the blue pixel area. On the contrary, when the 
wavelength dispersion of the liquid crystal layer is smaller than the wavelength 
dispersion of the first and the second compensation films, the cell gap on the red pixel 
area < the cell gap on the green pixel area < the cell gap on the blue pixel area. 

Citation 0 is concerned with the following. 

Citation D is directed to the prevention of reversal and deterioration of a screen at 
right and left viewing angles and upper and lower viewing angles in an XB-mode liquid- 
crystal display. It is possible to prevent deterioration of a screen by obtaining the 
optimum value of [absolute value R(V1) of retardation before correction by phase 
compensation f i lm]/wavelength( at a lower-side driving voltage for each color of R, 
G, and B and thereby, preventing an optical rotation of liquid crystal on B wavelength. 
Specifically,* B wavelength is set to R(V1)/ A.^0.85. By adjusting a cell gap of... each 
color, display characteristics of a screen at right and left viewing angles are 
Improved. 

Present claims 2 and 5 are obvious by citation D to a person skilled in the art 
Therefore, claims 2 and 5 do not meet the requirement of Article 33(3) PCT. 

3. INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY(IA) Claims 1 to 11 

All claims are considered to be industrially applicable.
